Dl discloses moenomycin analogues and their use in the inhibition of bacterial growth. These compounds 
comprise two pyranose rings bridged by an oxo group, where the cyclic oxygen atoms are located ortho and 
meta to this bridging group. 

D2 discloses a formula which includes within its scope two pyranose linked rings, however no information is 
given regarding the geometry of the cyclic oxygen atoms about the bond 

D3 discloses antibacterial disaccharides related to moenomycin that retain the ortho and meta relationship of the 
cyclic pyranose oxygen atoms to the bridging oxo group. 

Dl and D3 are regarded as the closest prior art These documents disclose the preparation of a range of 
antibacterial compounds structurally related to the known antibacterial agent moenomycin, which retain the 
ortho/meta geometry about the pyranose rings. 

None of the citations discloses or fairly suggests a disaccharide wherein the two pyranose rings are bridged by 
an oxo group such that the cyclic oxygen atoms are located ortho and para to the bridging oxo group. Claims 1- 
24 are therefore novel and have an inventive step.
